The DCI noted that he only vished 
to see clippings pertaining to CIA, any of- its principal officers, and 
any items dealing with the intelligence community as a whole. Colonel 
Grogan has been notified. 

d. Noted that we "owed" briefings to Ambassadors Strong, Gardner 
and Guggenheim, and indicated his wish to briefly see them prior to their 
departure. Mr. Helms undertook to arrange the necessary briefings and 
ask the appropriate Division Chiefs to set up the appointments with the 
Director. 


Colonel White: 

a. Briefly discussed information just received pertaining to the 
action taken by Congressman Taber's Committee on the CIA budget, and noted 
in particular that objection has been raised to the increase in personnel 
for Fiscal ’54 over '53 employment figures. After some discussion, Colonel 
White undertook to get in touch with the Bureau of the Budget and determine 
their views on the actual personnel allotment for Fiscal '54.
